on the ticket. Lenroot had already 
been placed in nomination by Sen- 
ator McCorfnick of Illinois, when 
McCamant léaped up and shouted: 

“Calvin Coolidge of Massachu- 
setts for Vice President!’’ The 
voice actually brought every dele- 
gate to attention, and for a mo- 
ment there was quiet. Seconds to 
the nomination came from Illinois, 
then from all sides. The old-time 
leaders were virtually swept off 
their feet. Before they had time 
to rally Coolidge was chosen as 
Harding's running mate by 674% 
votes. 

Impressed by Speeches. 

In the 1920 Oregon presidential 

primaries the Oregon delegation 
went to Senator Hiram Johnson of 
California by 2000 votes. McCa- 
mant, notwithstanding, deciared 
he would not vote: fer Johnson. 
His was one of 692% vot@ which 
placed Warren G. Harding in nom- 
ination at Chicago.

Harding, McCamant, in a telegram 
to the New York World, said he 
placed Coolidge’s name in nomina- 
tion for Vice President because 4 
reading of Coolidge’s speeches had 
impressed him with Coolidge’s loy- 
alty to American fundamentals 
and with his high ideals.

FEW ARRESTS OF 
MISSOURI U. STUDENTS 


Police Judge in Columbia for 
25 Years Comments on 
This Fact. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
COLUMBIA, Mo.—"“Although the 


general impression is that uniser- 


sity students are lawless, the truth 
of the matter is that they are no 
more unruly than other boys of 
their age. Indeed, they are p?r- 
haps even less so.” 

An elderly white-haired man 
turned a pair of kindly brown eyes 
from a ledger he had been perus- 
ing, as he uttered this judgment on 
the younger generation, and par- 
ticularly upon the student body of 
the University of Missouri, whom he 
has seen come and go for 25 years. 
He was W. D. Shaw, Police Court 
Judge. 

“Of course there are a few ex- 
ceptions,” he continued. “But most 
of them come from good families. 
They are sent here by their parents 
for @ good purpose. In fact, why 
should they not be less unruly than 
those who do not attend universi- 
ties?” 

Some Taken for Speeding. 

The Judge turned to his record. 
“There were only five student ar- 
rests last month,” he said, as he 
studied each individual name, for 
separate records of the students are 
not kept. “All the arrests were for 
speeding, with autos. This is even 
a bit over the average of total Pio- 
lations.” 

Study of the records shows that 
student offenses in this regard have 
been ateadily diminishing. This 
year they appear to have taken a 
sharp downward trend. This is at- 
tributed to the fact that law en- 
forcement this year is more strict 
than formerly. The students, know- 
ing this, are more careful, as they 
cannot afford to pay the fines, 
which range from a minimum of 
$5 and costs of $8.25 to $58.25, in 
cluding costs, depending on the or- 
Ger and nature of the offense. 

According to Judge Shaw, stu- 
dents constitute about 25 per cent 
of those haled into Columbia Po- 
lice Court. No student errested for 
speeding has ever refused to plead 
gullty, but all have excuses of one 
kind or another to offer. 

The Spéed Limits. 

In Columbia, taxicabs furnish 
the only public conveyances. No 
speed law violations have appeared 
acnong these for several months. 
Speed limits In town are 10 miles 


an hour tn business districts, and 
20 miles through residental sec- 
tions. | 

The greatest speed records en- 
tered on the police book werd made 
this semester by the daughtr of a 
university official, who attained 50 
miles an hour in a iarge car. 
Last year Dr. Stratton D. Stokes, 
president of the university, issued 
a request that the students leave 
their cars at home. Many com- 
plied. In the opinion of Judge 
Shaw, “an automobile is a bad 
thing for students. It oafifers too 
many temptations to go out joy- 
riding and perhaps get drunk. For 
of course they are not all lamba, 
not by a long ways.”

REGSTERED CATTLE 
HERD SOLDINKANSAS 


Association Loses Its Invest- 
ment, But Thinks Venture — 
Was a Success. = 


EMPORIA, Kan.—A Holstein- 
Fresian association that lost every 
cent invested in it and yet wag «& 
success was disbanded here when @ 
herd of 81 registered cattle was 
put on the auction block. From a 
financial standpoint the association 
was a dismal! failure, but from the 
viewpoint of helping the commu- 
nity around Emporig the organi- 
zation was successful. 

Five years ago business men of 
Emporia and several farmers de- 
cided to boost dairying in Ion 
County. Instead of trying to tell 
the farmers how to make dairying 
pay, the men decided to buy a herd 
of fine Holsteins and distribute 
them in the county. A Holstein-Fre- 
sian association was formed and 6 
committee went to Wisconsin te 
purchase a bull and some cheice 
cows. The stock was placed on 
farms near Emporia and dairying 
immediately began to attract many 
farmers. , 

Then came the slump in agricul- 
ture. The cattle bought by the 
association dropped in value and 
the herd bull, Princess Beauty Girl 
Segis de Kolb, died from eating 
wire. Another bull was purchased 
and for a time it looked as though 
the association would get on its 
feet. But the value of registered 
stock fell so low it became appar- 
ent the venture was a failure from 
a financial angle. So it was de- 
cided to disperse the herd and to 
the satisfaction of the association's 
stockholders, practically every an- 
imal in the herd was bought by 
Lyon County farmers, The prices 
ranged from $415 for the herd bull 
to $14 for a cow. With the dis- 
persed herd scattered over the 
county the association members be- 
lieve the farmers have @ good start 
toward building up herds of first- 
class dairy cattle. 

The money spent on the venture 
was not lost, the stockholders say. 
It was a wise investment.

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Helping the School Child:

OING to school ts a great event 
(5 the little kindergartner or 

the 6-year-old who enters the 
first grade. The mother can do 
much to give them a right start. 
This is especially necessary if the 
pupil shows a lack of interest in 
the school work. He requires the 
Stimulation that the mother’s in- 
terest and encquragement develops. 


There are hosts of beginners who 
dislike school. In many cases they 
attend under strong protest and it 
is not an unusual sight to s*e 
mothers literally dragging a sob- 
bing or rebellious child into the 
school room. 


These unfortunate children re- 
quire especial attention and greit 
patience on the part of the mother. 
It may be necessary to escort the 
child to school and forcibly bring 
him into the school room. , The 
wise and sympathetic teachér will 
sooner or later dispel the sullen 
attitude of the pupil and with 
proper home oo-operation such a 
child will readily overcome his or 
her antipathy. 


But all teachers do not care *o 
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take up this problem, so it is left 
entirely to the mother to fight it 
out with her child. Trying to im- 
press the child with the necessity 
and the great advantage of an 
education will not avail unless this 
is done in a patient and kindly 
manner. 


You will have better results by 
displaying a great interest in the 
school life of the ohild. As soon 
as he comes home ask him to show 
you the work he has done at school. 
Discreet commendation and help- 
ful suggestions where necessary 
will have a strong tendency to cure 
the sluggishness in the child and 
will be an, incentive to greater ef- 
forts. 


Discuss school life pelasantly 
with the child. Relate happy inci- 
dents of your school days. Never 
Speak disparagingly of teachers. 

The mother who says “Your 
teacher will,make you behave” is 
instilling that antagonistic spirit 
into the child which is such a 
handicap to go00d achievement. 
Always speak in glowing terms of 
the school and make every effort 


to establish a friendly relation to- 
ward the teachers. 

The proper adjustment of the 
child's mind and actions in school 
depends in a larger measure than 
we think upen home influence. The 
true mother will use this influence 
wisely and the time to begin is 
when the child begine his school 
education.
